- Our Registrar reports a total first semester enrollment of 468— 
449 day-time and 19 evening students. The men greatly outnum- 
ber the women, almost two to one. The number of veterans is 168. 
The Lutheran percentage of the student body is the same as last 
year, namely, 56%. This is the second highest rating in the U. L. C.

Deaconess, we have 10 other young women who are prepar- 
ing themselves for full-time Church work. We are constantly en-

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Church upon them. Sixteen states and two foreigin countries are 


represented in the student body. 


With the 253 enrolled in the 1947 Summer Session the grand 
total enrollment is 721 students.

Article I. Name and Location, Purpose and Doctrinal Basis 
Section 1. The name and corporate title of this institution shall be 
- CENTRAL LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


located at Fremont, Nebraska. This Central Lutheran Theological 


Seminary is the legal successor of Western Theological Seminary of 


Midland College, at Fremont, Nebraska. 


Section 2. The purpose of this institution shall be to train men 
for the Christian ministry, especially for the Lutheran Church, and 
to train men and women on the graduate level for leadership in 


other spheres of the Church’s program or of other Christian service. | 


Section 3. The doctrinal basis of this Seminary shall be identical 
with and its teachings shall be in harmony with the following doc- 
trinal statement: 3 


_ (a) This Seminary receives and holds the canonical Scriptures 
3 of the Old and New Testaments as the inspired Word of 
God, and as the only infallible rule and standard of faith 

and practice, according to which all doctrines and teachers 


are to be judged. : 


(b) This Seminary accepts the three ecumenical creeds: name- 
ly, the Apostles’, the Nicene, and the Athanasian, as im- 
portant testimonies drawn from the Holy Scriptures, and re- 
jects all errors which they condemn.

Section 1. The property of this Corporation, both real and per-

We have observed that in many instances councilmen 
who have had various suggestons made at conference go home with- 
out putting into practice the new ideas presented. They fell right 
back into the old rut. If we are to grow there must be the putting 
into practice many of the suggestions presented. 


Bert Wilson in his book “The Christian and His Money Prob- 
lems” says: “If you would have a congregation that is Stewardshir 
conscious there must be an educational program in the Sunday 
School. Here is a great undeveloped field. The whole problem will 
be solved here if the church is sensitive and alert to its educational 
program on the subject. Stewardship seed planted on the ‘good 
ground’ of the hearts and minds of Sunday School children today 
will bring a hundred-fold crop of Christian Stewards tomorrow.”

TABITHA HOME 


The sixty-first year in the history of Tabitha Home has come 
and gone. 3 
_ At the beginning of the year, 1947, there were seventy aged men 
and women under the care of the Home. During the year, eighteen 
were received, making a total of eighty-eight served. During the 
year nine were dismissed and ten were taken by death. 


At the first of the year there were twenty-nine children at the 
Home. They represented sixteen families. During the year five girls 
and eleven boys were received representing séven families. Thus 
forty-five children representing twenty-three families were served. 
Seven girls and nine boys were dismissed. 


Tabitha Home in cooperation with other Synodical Lutheran 
Agencies in Nebraska has endeavored to fceilow the admonitions of 
both Church and Civic Sociologists, and bas made an effort not to 
keep in the Home a child any longer than is necessary for mental 
attitude or health adjustment, or during the period necessary for the 
_ re-establishment of a broken home or for the establishment of a new 

_ home by one or the other parent. 


Of the sixteen children dismissed during the year: two went into 
private homes to work; eleven went back into homes re-established 
by their parents; two went into home of relatives, one went into the 
State Home at Beatrice. Five of these children had lived five years 
or more at Tabitha. One, eight years. : 


Other than the above who were given direct service in the Home. 
additional services were given by phone, letter and or in person to 
thirty requests for information and entrance. Some of these were 
able to be worked out with the parent in caring for his own problem, 
others were referred to other agencies which could serve better the 
particular need, age group or within the community of the inquirer. 
Numerous adoption inquiries were referred to either the Nebraska 
Lutheran Welfare offices or other adoption agencies. | }

STUDENT WORK IN NON-LUTHERAN SCHOOLS 


The Student Service Commission of the National Lutheran 
Council supervises the work among our Lutheran youth in non-Luther- 
an schools. The Commission does this work through local pastor or 
pastors of the National Lutheran Council congregations and through 
visitation by the special representatives to the various campus lo- 
cations. This is the second year of this arrangement and in general 
it seems to contribute to increasing effectiveness. 


1, State Teachers College—Wayne 
Here Pastor S. K. de Freese is the appointee in charge locally. 
There are about 75 Lutheran students, and neighboring Lutheran 
pastors are used from time to time in bringing messages to the 
group on Christian living. Weekly meetings are held under the 
direction of the local L. S. A. 


2. State Teachers College—Peru | 
The work at Peru is hampered by the fact that there is no 
National Lutheran congregation ard pastor locally. Pastor F. W. 
Henkel of Auburn is assisted by two American Lutheran pastors, 
and they must drive from 14 to 24 miles to meet with the stu- 
dent group. Last summer the attendance averaged about 45 for 


weekly meetings and this winter the attendance is smaller. — 


Nevertheless the church does witness of her care and interest 
in her youth away during their years of attendance at college 
through the consecration of the above pastors. 
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3. University of Nebraska and College of Agriculture—Lincoin 
‘ Here we have the largest concentration of Lutheran students in 
the state, which results in greater assistance from the Student 
Commission. The following report has been prepared by the 
pastor to Lutheran Students in Lincoln. “Work among Lutheran 
students in Lincoln has taken on added enthusiasm during 1947. 
A Lutheran Student Foundation was organized with a Board 
of Directors, having representatives from the state wide church 
bodies of the National Lutheran Council in Nebraska, from 
Lutheran students, alumni and faculty members, and from local 
churches of the National Lutheran Council. Pastor Fred Kern, 
Fremont, Nebr., is the representative of the Nebr. Synod of the 
United Lutheran Church on this Board. A house has been rented 
near the main campus for use as a Lutheran Student House, 
which is proving a real blessing in our ministry. 


There are 800 Lutheran students at the University of Nebraska 
exclusive of Missouri Synod. There are 200 married Lutheran stu- 
dents at the University. At other educational institutions in Lincoln 
there are over 100 students. Pastor Alvin M. Petersen ministers to 
students in Lincoln on a full time basis as the pastor for Lutheran 
students representing the Student Service Commission of the Nation- 
al Lutheran Council. His ministry embraces counseling, Bible teach- 
ing, contacts, supervising L. S. A. programs and activities, and 
relating the students to local Lutheran churches. Students worship 
and commune in National Lutheran Council churches in Lincoln. 


Ministry to students at state institutions of learning is a most 
strategic mission of the church, especially when we consider that 
these schools have over 85 per cent of our Lutheran students. 


We bespeak for this ministry your interest, prayers and your 
support. |

_ Quoting from the words of Z. B. Trexler, President Brotherhood 
of the ULCA “The pastor is our spiritual leader in the congregation 
and in the community. Upon his leadership rests the responsibility 
of activating the various programs of the Church. The success of 
the congregation ,the Synod and the ULCA rests upon his attitades 
toward and his active participation in the needs, the causes, and 
the agencies of the Church.” 


We are grateful for the pastors throughout Synod who make 


_ plans and devise ways of improving the work of the congregation. 


It requires work, and lots of it, to promote the work of the Kingdom. 


At this time of the year all synodical committees are making out 
reports for the meeting of Synod. The following items are furnished 
as information. The items are not listed in any order of importance. 


| The Christian Growth Series. 

There is almost universal approval of the lessons for the 
primary, junior, and intermediate departments. The material for the 
beginner and senior departments appeared for use in our Sunday 
Schools beginning October, 1947. 


2. The Augsburg Uniform Series. | 

| The Series in revised form is being received by an increasing, 
word of approval from the users. A new policy in the preparation 
of this Series was adopted January 1. As rapidly as possible assign- 
ments are being made for the writing of these lessons outside the 
staff. This change in plan of preparation was made to release mem- 
bers of the staff for other work and to give the lessons as close a 
touch with the schools as possible. 


3. The Parish School Magazine. . 
There has been an increase in the number of subscribers — 


every year for the past 11. Distribution by Synods show that in 1935 


we had 65 subscribers; in 1940, 83; in 1945, 163, and in 1946, 243. 
We had 944 teachers and officers in 1945. The 1947 annual statistics 
are not in yet, but they should reveal asplendid increase. 


4. New. Literature. | 


Two new leadership education courses, two new elective 
courses and two or three new adult courses are nearing completion. 
Titles cannot yet be announced. | 


5. Topics for the Brotherhood. 


These are prepared by the Parish and Church School Board 
and are considered effective by the users of them. 


6. Th Enlistment Program. 


The Enlistment Program will be given emphasis during 
1948. Staff member, the Rev. Lawrence M. Reese has been assigned 
for the Nebraska and Midwest Synods. Dates are: Weeks of April 
11, 18, 25, May 2 and 9. The objective is A Million in Our Sunday 


by 1950. There is , a 
enrollment. an encouraging upward turn. in Sunday Sch 
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.9%. Scholarship to Camp Nawakwa.. 


The Parish and Church School Board, in co-operation with 
Camp Nawakwa and synodical committees on parish education, are 
offering ten scholarships again for the year 1948. Mrs. Ruth Hen- 
ricksen was awarded a scholarship during 1947. 


8. The Children of the Church. 
Under the leadership of Miss Amanda Jorn the Children 


of the Church continue to develop. To further the promotional work | 
in the field, the Children of the Church committee of Synod will be 


enlarged by the addition of two or three women. The appointments 
will be made by the President of Synod. 3 


9. Work With Leaders of Young People. 

The young people’s department of this committee has done 

some very constructive work in the past year. Much credit goes to 

Pastor Paul de Freese who did the promotional work, especially as 
Camp Director. 


10. Work With Leaders of Adults. 


The return of those who have served in the armed forces 
_ has helped to arouse interest in adult work in the church. Pastor 
A. H..Pinkall stands ready to render any service possible for the Men 
of the Church, and Pastor F. W. Kern for the Women of the Church. 


11. The Sunday School. | 
Promotion of this work has been suecessful under the leader- 
ship of Pastor H. J. Goede. Weekday education is spreading through- 
out the Synod in various types of schools and classes. Catechetical 
instruction show marked improvement. Visual aids are being used 
more and more in the congregations in all phases of the work. 


12. Our Hope. | | 

The Parish Life and Work Committee sees the boys and

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
For the year ending June 30, 1947 
As reported to Synod in April, 1948 


The Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of Nebraska held 
its annual convention in conjunction with Midland Assembly in 
Fremont, August 11 to 15, 1947. Copies of the program, printed re- 
oon and the minutes have been placed in the hands of the Secretary 
of Synod. | a | 


7 We now have 60 Societies with a membership of 1309. a gain 
of 92 members over the year, however we are seriously concerned 
because only about 16 per cent of the women of the church are in- 
terested in the Missionary Program of the Church. We earnestly 


solicit the help of the pastors of Synod in trying to interest more 


women in the work of the Missionary Society. 


Funds amounting to $12,554.58 were received by our treasurer 
during the year, an increase of $1,531.33. With special emphasis 
on Thank-Offering this fund of the society showed a nice increase 
over the previous year, a gain of $568.04. Even with that much gain 
we still have not reached the minimum of $3.65 per person a year, 
our average being only $2.67. With the Trienniel Emphasis on Thank- 
Offering we should be able to give more than the minimum—“A 
daily gift, A daily prayer, That all the World Our Christ may share.” 


_ The two goals set before us in the 1946 convention, namely the 
raising of $1200.00 to pay Helen Evans’ salary and $500.00 for the 
new wing on Beegle Hall, were more than paid in full. We gave 
$725.95 to the College for the new wing. | 


A new Altar Masking curtain was purchased and installed in the 
College Chapel at a cost of $319.50. This was purchased from funds 


contributed during previous years designated as, “College Chapel 
ishi ”

The Spring Conferences were held as usual with Miss Frances 
Dysinger, Promotional Secretary, for the Women’s Missionary Society 
a8 guest speaker.
